the widow. Later in the day a num- 
ber of people called by telephone mak- 
ing the same suggestion and during 
the day a Newark man called upon a 
number of citizens with a view to cre- 
ating 'a fund for the 
relief 
of the 


woman. 


Saturday was a very busy day in 


business circles and comparatively few 
people were seen but without excep- 
tion all indorsed the proposition to 
raise a relief fund and there seems lit- 
tle doubt that a very substantial sum 
will be secured. 


While the Advocate has not taken 


the initiative in this matter, it hearti- 
ly indorses the proposition as it is 
known that Mrs. Loar has been left 
practically destitute to provide a liv- 
ing for herself and three little chil- 
dren. Her husband fell while on his 
way to work to provide food 
and 


clothing for his family and now that 
he is gone the burden re:;ts upon tne 
frail shoulders of a woman.

This was the 24th 
bone to be broken in his body since he 
was born, 24 years ago. His legs have 
been broken twelve times and 
his 


arms, fingers and ribs have been frac- 
tured. Physicians say his bones are 
soft and that they knit together rap- 
idly.

TESTIFIES AT THE HEARING 


Mutual Life Officials Said to Have 


Used Profits From Sale of Securi- 


Cover Up Real 
Estate 
ties 
Losses—Examiners Never Go Back 
of a Company's Ledgers. 


New York, Dec. 23.—The legislative 


investigating committee heard addi- 
tional testimony as to the manage- 
ment of the Mutual Life. 
Evidence 


was offered tending to show that the 
company used profits from the sale of 
securities to conceal the reduction of 
book values of real estate, or losses, 
as Charles E. Hughes, counsel to the 
committee, called them. Francis Hen- 
dricks, superintendent of the state in- 
surance department, when on the "wit- 
ness stand said he had never heard of 
such A,-thing and-that, it Jiad never 
been called to his attention. 


After the auditors of the Mutual 


Life had testified to this fact, Isaac 
Vanderpoel, chief examiner of the de- 
partment, declared that he had not 
discovered the matter in his examina- 
tion of the company last year, when 
in his report he gave the company 
what was practically a certificate of 
"good character." He said these ma- 
nipulations of the figures were not 
apparent on the books of the com- 
pany. These transfers of profits to the 
debit side of the profit j£nd loss ac- 
count were made by the auditors upon 
instruction of President McCurdy and 
Vice President Grannis, and the writ- 
ten instructions were produced. They 
named the figures that adjusted the 
accounts^ and last year, while there 
was really a profit of almost a million 
and a half dollars, when these trans- 
fers were made, no profit whatever 
was shown. 


Mr. Vanderpoe] said he had exam- 


ined the report of 1904, which showed 
no profits from the sale of securities. 
Although he knew this was untrue, he 
did not so report it because he did 
not think it was necessary. The 
same situation existed in the New 
York Life, according to Mr. Vander- 
poel, although the practice was not 
general, and when-asked what he did 
in the matter he said. "Nothing." He 
said he had examined the Hanover 
bank account of the New York Life in 
1903 and did'not find the^ $100.000 that 
was paid to Andrew Hamilton.

Frederickstad has been taken by the 
insurgents and Kreutzburg is sur- 
rounded and standing a siege. It is 
reported here that the disorders at 
Bskoff, 162 miles southwest of St. Pe- 
tersburg, have assumed great dimen- 
sions, and at Vilorsk, on the Warsaw 
line, a squadron of dragoons has been 
besieged for three days. 


An official note authorizes gover- 


nors of districts in which martial law 
bias not been declared "to permit the 
land Downers *to form a police organ- 
ization for the protection of their 
properties. The bourse is quiet. The 
change in prices was scarcely notice- 
able. A message by telephone from 
Moscow .says persistent rumors are in 
circulation there that all the artillery- 
men, with the exception of those of 
one battery, have refused to go on 
duty. Tie same message says that a 
plot has been discovered to seize Gov- 
ernor General Doubassoff. 


It is difficult to judge whether the 
;eneral political strike can be ranked 
as a success or a failure. The author- 
ties are bewildered by the strength 
of the strikers, and the strike has 
reached formidable proportions in St. 
'etersburg. where, even according to 
the officials, over a third of the work- 
men obeyed the order of the work- 
men's council. The strike leaders are 
confidently asserting that the others 
will be brought into line immediately. 
The government, however, has suc- 
ceeded in keeping railroad traffic out 
of St. Petersburg moving with reason- 
able regularity. 
The government, 


while entering on a vigorous offensive 
campaign against the revolutionary 
leaders and making arrests by the 
wholesale, maintains an air of calm 
confidence. It has issued a reassuring 
communication declaring that all nec- 
essary measures have been taken to 
prevent disorders.
